IMF and Wor 

On 16 th April finance ministers and 
central bankers from 25 countries, as 
well as ministers from the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), World Bank 
and WTO and other members of the 
world economic elite went to 
Washington DC, USA. The IMF and 
World Bank sponsored Structural 
Adjustment Programmes destroy local 
economies, ravage the environment, 
wipe out jobs, cause famine, and enrich 
a corrupt corporate elite. These 
institutions impose ‘free market’ 
policies on every country on the plane! 
putting profit and economic growth / 
above all else. A. 

The Washington DC protests against" 
the International Monetary Fund/Worl 
Bank spring meetings were billed as 
Seattle II. In the week before the 
Washington police used intimidation 
tactics - heavy police presence, circling 
helicopters, arresting 600 people at an 
anti-Gap demonstration, motorbike 
charging a critical mass bike ride, 
closing down the direct action 
convergence centre for ‘fire violations’ 
and confiscating bikes, puppets etc. 
Authorities were embarrassed when the 
‘incendiary devices’ they confiscated 
were identified as milk jugs and other 
items from the recycling bin! 

On 16 th April, 20-30,000 protestors 
took part in the rally, protest and 
blockade in the 60-80 blocks 
surrounding the IMF and World Bank 
Buildings.

UNva Protest in London 

On 1 8 April an indigenous leader 
from Colombia joined a protest 
in the City of London as part of the 
U'wa's campaign to save then- 
ancestral lands from oil 
exploitation. The protest involved a 
wide range of groups -$nd took 
place outside the offices of Fidelity 
Investments The Fidelity Group is 
one of the largest shareholders in 
the US -based Occidental Petroleum 
Company, which is set to drill for 
oil right next to 17 wa territory 
A Colombian court last month 
ordered Occidental to halt all 
construction work on its Gibraltar 1 
welbsite on the grounds that the 
drilling'Wouid violate the

Mad Pride 

Mad Pride is an idea which came out 
of the 1 997 Gay Pride Festival in 
London. A few survivors of the mental 
health system said “We could do with a 
festival like this”. And so a collection 
of individuals got together and slowly 
stalled organising themselves to put on 
events, and eventually develop Mad 
Pride, which it is hoped will really take 
off in the year 2000. 

The objectives are to promote positive 
images of mental health, to counteract 
discrimination and prejudice towards 
people who have experienced mental 
distress, to educate the public in mental 
health issues, to campaign for better 
mental health provision, to campaign 
for less oppressive and more enabling 
legislation and practice guidelines, and 
to promote economic, social, 
environmental and cultural integration 
of users/survivors into mainstream 
society and their active participation 
and integration into community life. 

In terms of the politics of the Mental 
Health user movement, there has been 
a rapid disillusionment with New 
Labour’s Mental Health policies. New 
Labour’s early statement of intent, ‘No 
argument with Compulsory 
Treatment’, has really pissed 
, everybody off. How can you put 
‘Compulsory’ and ‘Treatment’ 
together'? Shouldn’t ‘Treatment’ 
./involve a degree of choice? What they 
really mean is ‘Forcibly Medicate’, 
even when people are well. Using this 
fancy style of language, no doubt we 
will see New Labour renaming prisons 
I as ‘Compulsory Hostels’! 

To fight against these coercive 
measures, people need to fight back by 
having fun, madness, benefit gigs etc.

Greenpeace Cleared 

28 Greenpeace activists have been 
found not guilty of theft after a trial 
where they admitted destroying a GM 
crop in Norfolk, last July. It was cut 
down and sealed in bags to prevent j 
contamination of the environment. The 
Jury failed to reach a verdict on 
whether the activists had caused 
criminal damage to the plants or not, so 
their may be a retrial. 


Worthing Against Terror Bill 

A successful protest ,was held on 1 1 th 
March, while the same day saw the 
opening of the ‘Terrorist Tearooms’, a 
squat infoshcp/cafe in the High Street. 
This offered free tea coffee and 
information to the public for nine days 
non-stop, and had displays, a reading 
room, videos etc. As a finale, a couple 
of spectacular stunts were staged, 
involving some daredevil climbing. 

The police response to one protester in 
the rafters plus a few supporters 
handing out leaflets was to send in the 
‘riot’ cavalry once again. Brave cops, 
brandishing their batons, chased and 
arrested a I2-vear-old bov /for reasons 


unknown), along with 2 adults who 
tried to intervene on his behalf. The 
climber was also arrested after his 
amazing 5 -hour stint. 

If you haven’t heard by now, the 
Prevention of Terrorism Act will 
attempt to stamp out protests by 
labelling political activists as terrorists. 
The Terrorist Tearooms have now been 
boarded up by landlords West Sussex 
County Council.

Shoppers in Manchester were i .• :.i 
by surprise on Saturday 1st April wl 
several hundred wannabe terror r 
disguised in police uniforms and riot 
gear, attempted to intimidate and 
coerce a group of fluffy protestors into 
well, not protesting. The April Fool 
Parade was organised to make the pom 
that the Terrorism Bill is so extreme 
and ridiculous that it is a joke - only 
not a particularly amusing one. About 
400 people gathered armed with some 
decidedly suspicious leaflets, a hugely 
subversive 'Stop the Terrorism Bill, 
Terror Bill = Terror State’ banner, pig 
masks, cameras, musical instruments, 
and pantomime police helmets. Just to 
help make the point, a large number of 
humourless jokers - sorry, law 
enforcement officers also turned up, 
along with intelligence gatherers (sic) 
and the usual hardware, including 
helicopter. The plan was to parade 
around the city for an hour or so, 
stopping off at the Freemason's and 
then the Town Hall for a chat over tea 
and b uncakes about government 
legislation and the doings of the hiddc 
state. Nothing too antagonistic, just a 
few pranks and a bit of mockery. 
However, police jokers penned in the 
crowd, cordoned off the shopping are; 
set up road blocks, and traffic ground 
to a halt on Cross Street and the 
surrounding area... for hours! A pedal 
powered sound system turned up and 
the t-party began to warm up. Each 
time a route to leave the street looked 
clear a bunch of jokers formed a 
blockading line, and others began to 
pen in the crowd from all sides. Tactic 
of coercion and intimidation started tc 
be deployed. Three people were 
nicked, with no pretence even of 
observing arresting procedure. Sensin 
that the angry young men were runnin 
short of patience, the parade of fool's 
finally and light heartedly moved 
along, then spotted a gap in the offici 
lines and everybody dispersed 
simultaneously to the peace garden? 
The crowd then headed for an old 
haunt, Oxford Road, but the police 
were now ahead of the game, and sr^ 
the Parade was penned in once mo: 

So they partied for another hour or 
and finally left, safe and unharmed 
dignity intact, no major battle kick; 
off, with 5- 6,000 leaflets on the 
Terrorism Bill passed out to an 
unaware public, and a day to 
remember.

The Scary Bit 

When they start talking about “quality” 
then it’s time to get worried. For instance, 
try Dr Bob Edwards, pioneer of IVF treat- 
ment (‘test-tube babies’) in Britain: 

Soon it will be a sin for parents to have 
a child which carries the heavy burden of 
genetic disease. We are entering a world 
where we have to consider the quality of our 
children. 

OK, so most geneticists aren’t as blatant 
as Edwards. They have worked out that hu- 
rqan genetics has a bad ‘history’. The clever 
ones know that anything with “genetics” in its 
name is suspicious, thanks to the abuse of sci- 
ence, the public and the environment by the 
GM food companies. 

So they claim that the new genetics is 
“good science” and has nothing in common 
with the “bad genetics” of Nazi Germany. 

They hide behind “pure” science and re- 
search. They reassure us that “designer ba- 
bies” and screening for the “gay gene” are 
out of the question. But that's not enough to 
convince a sceptical public. 

The Comfortable Bit 

So they have another, magic weapon. 

It's a weapon that most environmentalists 
haven’t had to deal with. Disabled rights cam- 
paigners know the game — they’ve had it 
thrown at them for decades. The weapon 
is the N.H.S., or more generally health care. 

It’s magic, because it transforms a dirty sci- 
ence 1 (“genetics” = "Frankenstein foods”) into 
something good, kind and caring (“helping sick 
people”). It even makes it worth throwing 
millions of pounds of public money at (“help 
us Find a, cure for cancer”). 

The Really Scary Bit 

But still they talk about the “normal” 
genome, point to “faulty” genes, and offer 
"solutions” based on reducing diversity and 
eliminating disabled people. Sure, people born 
with impairments don’t have an easy life: in- 
accessible public transport, fewer facilities, job 
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discrimination, social prejudice. Those are all 
problems we can do something about. The 
only “problem” identified by medical genetics 
is the disabled people themselves. 



The Un-Comfortable Bit 

So how to respond to the “we’re just 

helping parents have healthy babies” facade. 

There are about four possible responses: 

1) We can hide behind fundamentalism. 

It's much easier to be against pre-natal 
screening if you’re against all abortion per 
se. It’s a simplistic response. It’s also ab- 
horrent to most of us. 

2) • We can run away from confronting the 

geneticists. GM foods are so much easier 
to campaign against. Trouble is, we’ll be 
at the bottom of the eugenics slippery 
slope before we know it. 

3) We can try to respond on their own 
terms- We can complain about some 
of the more overtly eugenic scientists, 
but avoid challenging the underlying as- 
sumptions. We’ll probably lose (but if you 
want to give it a go, try the ‘Frequently 
Asked Questions’ below). 

4) Or we can try to challenge their assump- 
tions about public health care, parental 
choice, normality. . . . And we’ve got a se- 
cret weapon too: the alternatives. Fund- 
ing limitations mean that they are, and 
will be, in direct opposition with the new 
genetics. (See Alternatives’ box.) 


F r e q u e r>tiy Asked Q-ues Lions 

Aren’t you just anti-science ? 

We’re against bad science, that over- 
simplifies genetics and ignores other fac- 
tors in disease. Science should not be 
treated like a God, untouchable and ex- 
empt from ethical debate. 

Aren’t you scare-mongering? 

New genetics developments encourage 
people to think about “improving” desir- 
able characteristics and avoiding “abnor- 
malities.” As the technology improves, 
the dangers of this leading to eugenics in- 
crease. 

What harm does gene therapy do anyone? 

Gene therapy (ie curing a living person by 
altering or treating their genes) does not 
work. It never has. This is about screen- 
ing and eliminating, not curing. 

Don’t you want to help sick people ? 

Sickness is caused by many factors, but 
especially social and environmental degra- 
dation. Pouring money into genetics di- 
verts resources and attention from better 
cures, and creates false expectations. 

Are you against parental choice ? 

It should be an informed choice, made 
against the background of a society that 
will care for those with impairments and 
offer the correct support to parents. Par- 
ents want healthy babies: most pre-natal 
screening offers anxieties, false hopes (it’s 
not exact or complete) and, if a “prob- 
lem” is diagnosed, directive counselling. 



Alternatives: 

Health issues are complex and multifacto- 
rial. We would improve public health far 
more successfully by concentrating o.n the 
basics: 

c> good quality housing, increased welfare 
benefits, better nutrition 
> less pollution, cleaner air, healthier cities 
i> more active lifestyles, less road transport 
o reducing social and health inequalities 

And as treatments for disabilities? 

• Non-western and holistic medicines and 
therapies have delivered symptomatic 
relief to many, despite lack of funding. 

• We should be educating society (our- 
selves) to accept and integrate disabled 
people, not trying to eliminate them. 

• Most impairments are not related to 
genetic diseases. All the new genetics 
offers is increased social stigma and di- 
version of money .(and skills). 


Nipping it in the bud 

And if we don't challenge the new medical 
genetics, and its hold on the public pqrse (and 
on university science courses), it’s not long 
before the promise of ‘therapy’ will become 
the reality of ‘elimination’ — before parental 
‘choice’ demands screening for the criminal/ 
stupid/ugly/gay/misfit/free-thinking gene. Let’s 
nip this one in the bud — because that’s ex- 
actly what they plan to do with anyone that 
society happens to be unable or unwilling to 
cope with.

Blackout Campsfleld 

On Saturday 25th March, people took 
down the main electric supply cables at 
Campsfield Detention Centre, 
Kidlington near Oxford. The aim was 
to cause major inconvenience to the 
running of the private detention centre. 
. Safety precautions were taken because 
of the veiy high voltage involved and 
no injuries resulted. 

Unfortunately the cabies refused to 
snap, despite the pole holding them up 
being destroyed. The lights didn’t go 
out during the action, but the electricity 7 
supply will have to be shut off to 
enable the thousand's of pounds of 
damage to be repaired. 

Campsfield House holds around 200 
men, most of whom are political 
refugees. It is run for profit, as a high 
security prison, by Group 4, on behalf 
of the Immigration Service. People are 
being held without charge, without 
time limit, without proper reasons 
given and without decent access to 
legal representation. An Amnesty 
International report says that these are 
breaches of internationally recognised 
human rights.

Close Down Huntingdon Life 
Sciences 

On World Day for Lab Animals (22 
April) around 2000 people, dressed in 
black from head to foot and wearing 
skull masks, went to Huntingdon Life 
Sciences vivisection labs in 
Cambridgeshire. After drumming, 
music and emotional speeches, some 
people cut through the fence around the 
lab with bolt croppers, and around 150 
people surged inside. A second fence 
of razor wire was- crushed to the 
ground, and a makeshift bridge over a 
large ditch was constructed using an 
old gate. Once inside the grounds, 
some people got in with the animals, 
while others managed to get into the 
labs where workers were shaken up by 
coming face to face with 
demonstrators. Two people scaled the 
roof of the building. Police seemed to 
be fairly laid-back, and when they' 
realised what was happening they just 
pushed people back out of the hole 
they had come through, with few 7 
arrests. The crowd then blocked the 
A1 , bringing traffic to a standstill, and 
also blocked the A14 roundabout At a 
BP petrol station 7 windows of a 
McDonalds were smashed, with staff 
later saying they were unable to 
identify who did it because of the 
masks. Later on, the house of two 
Huntingdon workers, who have said 
publicly that they’re proud of what 
they do for a living, was visited by a 
group of about 20 people. More info

Stop the Rubbish Rat 

Residents ofGartocher Terrace in 
Glasgow are running a direct action 
campaign to stop William ’Rubbish 
Rat’ Combe moving his waste 
disposal business into the quiet 
street. Residents, including 
children, and supporters staged a sit 
in at freemason Combe’s chief 
allies H Q - the local police station. 
More recently. Combe’s skip lorries 
were stopped from entering the 
street for 2 days by an ingenious 
blockade which included a pallet 
loaded with bricks suspended above 
the road, and a community caravan 
which has been bought by the 
residents. 

At the end of March, the ’Rubbish 
Rat’ brought a skip lorry smelling 
like the sewers down the street. A 
resident went out to video as > 
Glasgow City Council had said this 
was the only evidence they’d 
accept. Police grabbed and 
confiscated the camera, arrested the 
resident for Taking unwanted 
photographs,’ and then held him for 
24 hours, escorting the skip 
through. Later that day, 7 children 
in the street contracted 
gastroenteritis and one was 
hospitalised. On April 6 th , two 
supporters from Faslane Peace 
Camp were arrested after one tried 
to defend himself from being hit by 
Combe. Local police have proved 
again to be the best police money 7 
can buy. Since this incident. Combe 
has brought no more full skips 
through, but may do so at any 7 time. 
Help is needed and there is plenty 
to do, from blockading, to demos, 
to researching links between Combe

SHEFFIELD REVIVED 

On the 2l st -22 nd May, the people of 
Pittsmore took over a derelict garage in 
the centre of what is a very deprived 
region of Sheffield. 

God knows how long the garage stood 
empty, but many of the shops around are 
boarded over, with a frightening amount 
of used needles lying around. 

People took over the garage on Saturday 
afternoon, bringing music laughter and 
paint. The first job was clearing the 
rubbish. Then they brought out the sofas 
and turfed the forecourt. For the rest of the 
day, people danced against the destruction 
and depression in their area. Murals now 
cover the walls of the garage. The sign 
reads 'Sunny Spital, Hooray!’ (after Spiral 
Hill where the garage is). 

The mixture of people involved was 
^rfantastic. Local community activists and 
locaUEEjers along side passers by and 
concerned people from the area. They 
received a great deal of support from local 
shops. One gave them free food, and asked 
if they would do it every weekend.

A large number of Efriman 
Rights campaigners joined the usual 
company directors and shareholders to 
highlight the corporation’s complicity in 
the ongoing human rights disaster in 
Burma. 

Their latest project involves the 
construction of a major pipeline 
throughout Burma stretching to the Thai 
border. Facing tough questioning in the 
AGM, Charles Jamieson, chief executive, 
reckoned that the company’s presence in 
the country was actually helping to bong 
about necessary change! 

Essential to the oil development 
programme is a railway being built 
entirely by slave labour, with children 
often as young as 10 making up a 
significant part of the workforce. 

Those not working to ‘standard’ are 
punished by torture and death. Human 
Rights studies estimate that 60,000 people 
a day are forced to work on the railway, 
and that every 18 months around 300 die. 
So there we have it, Premier Oil, a prime 
example of a multinational corporation 
working for the good of the people.

RECLAIM LIFE 

And -genetics campajgners and disabled 
activists converged on the multimillion 
pound genetics showcase the Internationa 
Centre for Life (ICFL), on Saturday 27th 
May in Newcasde. The protest coincided 
with the opening of the "LIFE Interactive 
World" visitors centre. 

Media reports before the day warned ot 
"inflitration by violent anarchists" and in 
most cases gave more coverage to the 
concerns of protestors than the Centre fo.i 
Life. The police and security were out in 
force, and briefly prevented the funeral 
march marking the death of human and 
bio diversity entering the square, until 
they were sure the coffin was empty. 

The opening ceremony was a pathetic 
sight, attended by about. 50 people 
including Carol "it's the best science 
exhibition I've ever seen" Vorderman, wl 
was met by her clones branding the ICFL 
"Frankenstein’s Castle". Others were 
dressed in Gestapo uniforms highlighting 
the links between Nazi -style eugenics an< 
human genetic engineering. 

A small number of visitors continued tc 
trickle in throughout the day and were 
handed leaflets presenting an alternative 
perspective on the Centre's activities. 

In the square outside the theme-park, 
demonstrators played football and a giant 
game of snakes and ladders to show there 
is more to life than reductionist science 
and big-business. 

Based on the poor turnout of visitors or 
its over-hyped opening day, it. seems ven 
likely that the LIFE attraction will fail oj 
its own terms, if similar public wastes of 
money such as the Dome are anything tc 
go by. Some of the visitors leaving the 
centre told protestors it was "a total wast< 
of £6.95". Leafletting outside the Centre 
will continue over the coming weeks.

ACTION REPORTS 


LONDON 

There were strong, colourful critical 
mass contingents of cyclists, both on 
Friday evening and Monday morning. The 
weekend also saw an anarchist footie 
match and a tour of the East End’s 
anarchist heritage. 

Actions on Monday began with Animal 
Action handing out free veggie burgers 
outside McDonalds on the Strand. 
Meanwhile around 6000 people were 
gathering at Parliament Square, supported 
by critical mass cyclists and with great 
banners strung bet ween die trees . ‘The 
Earth is a Common Treasury for AIL 


This is where the guerrilla gardening 
action took place, helped by the police 
watering the grass in advance. The street 
was reclaimed and turf laid out in the 
shape of Great Britain. Paving slabs were 
dug up, plants were planted and a merry 
festival began. Only plastic trowels and 
manual effort went into diis action : 
materials were carried by hand and by 
bike, there were no big secrets, just what 
the people dierc made of it. Giant 
sculptures of Bill and Ben, the Flowerpot 
men, overlooked open mic debates about 
revolution, while dancers waltzed round a 
Maypole in the shadow of Big Ben. 

Meanwhile, however, crowds had 
followed a samba band up Whitehall to 
Trafalgar Square, and didn’t: return. A 
McDonald’s and a money exchange office 
were trashed, a nice spectacle for the 
crowds of cameras surrounding it. Various 
statues were graffiti’ d, except for Genreal 
Montgomery’s - a delicate display of

flowers was instead placed at his feet. 
Then the police ( in the background before 
now ) moved in mid split the Trafalgar 
Square crowd from those at Parliament 
Square ( who continued their festival in 
peace ). The crowd was ringed in 
Trafalgar Square, bottles were thrown and 
people were no longer allowed out, 
creating a long and boring stand-off. 

The crowd at Parliament Square was now 
also sealed in, where discussions through 
the open mics ended in the decision to 
leave en masse. The crowd ( politely ) 
pushed through the police line and walked 
down. Mill bank cheering and chipping. 
Police lined the exits along the route, and 
the crowd kept getting blocked in, and was 
separated when crossing a bridge. Some 
vehicles were trashed along the route. It 
ended up in Kennington Park, with 
tensions high and skirmishes with police. 
Some people made the effort to defuse the 
situation, and a football match next to ihe 
police lines helped the tension dissipate. 

The people in Trafalgar Square were kept 
penned in for hours, and only allowed out 
one by one. 

Another guerrilla gardening action took 
place at Hackney Marshes ( East London 
), where people organised an occupation 
and children gardened happily. 


MANCHESTER 

The seasidecame to the city. Sticks of 
red, black and green rock, with Resistance 
is Sweet running through the middle were 
given out to passers-by, a revolutionary 
seaside band entertained the masses and 
saucy seaside political postcards were 
delivered. There was a coconut shy where 
people got to ’knock politicans' blocks off, 
and a cut-out copper to stick your head 
through for a seaside photo . 

At 2pm, crowds began to gather at 
Piccadilly Gardens, with banners, music 
and the usual police helicopter, mounted 
police, evidence gathers etc. 

By 3pm, up to 20 small autonomous 
groups had slipped away from the 500- 
strong crowd tor Challenge Anarchy, a 
'treasure hunt' each facilitated by an 
Anarchy Rice, targeting many places with 
their action pack of leaflets, flyposters, 
paste, cliaLk and spray cans. 

There ensued : Shell blockades; many 
McDonalds occupied, leaflettcd or shut 
down, supermarkets targetted for genetics 
(food and GM cotton) and general 
nastiness; fake £20 notes dished out, with 
slogans included; cash machines 'melted'; 
a 'slave auction'; Disney (sweat & child 
labour), Starbucks (sponsoring 
globalisation), Reed & other employment 
agencies (casualisation & resultant 
insecurity & deaths) and NatWest 
(investment in animal abuse & general 
banking) visited; seeds and saplings 
guerilla gardened; spoof TV show making 
people spend exactly their £10 asylum- 
seeker voucher; anti-mass media The 
Lies' newspaper mock-up and actions; 
Fidelity Investments (investing in 
Occidental's attack on the Columbian 
IJ'Wa people) 'mural ised'; Stagecoach 
buses stopped, leafletted and rolled under 
by disabled activists & others (Clause 28- 
support, few buses accessible, & anti- 
worker, rurai routes, high fares etc • 
Stagecoach manopolisation); general anti- 
consumerist, -advertising and -CCTV 
propaganda & shops closed down; plus 
"Unite, Resist, Celebrate" Mayday 
leaflets, and much chalking, stickcring, 
subvertising and painting. 

Meanwhile, trie main crowd went for a 
roving RTS through the city centre, 
followed by the oops and free food. 

Crowds divided up and rushed through 
police lines, defcnduig themselves with 
wheelie-bin obstacles from horse charges, 
finding ways out, dividing and 
recombining, reoccupying briefly the 
Mancunian (motor)Way, closing down 
other city centre roads, until they were 
penned in near the Oxford Road 
McDonalds. 40 people entered the 


adjacent AMEC construction site, to climb 
up scaffolding above the police and 
crowd, as the Inspector announces "You’ll 
be allowed to leave in small groups after 
giving your details, whe.., HOLD THAT 
' LINE!" as people surged through the lines 
of riot cops 

People dispersed to rest up before the 
night’s entertainment.. A couple of dozen 
police in vans staked out the free party 
meeting point, but didn’t notice dribs and 
drabs of people being led off. A little later 
a mass of over 200 set off by the classiest 
route ever, siientiy snaking over land 
where their vans couldn't follow, in the 
darkness, together, to Mayday's secret free 
party celebration. They arrived at the 
Hacienda unnoticed by police, despite the 
CCTV just outside the world famous ex- 
club, to party the night away. Graffitti 
inside from the first time we squatted it 
was updated to "People - 2, Police - 0". 
Some people were arrested when they left, 
but most left en masse and walked free. 

On Thursday 4 th the Hacienda was still 
occupied. After another night's party, the 
police left the site alone. Before the 
building was vacated, huge banners 
covered the front of the building 
proclaiming "Anarchy", "Hac the System", 
"Resist", "We are Everywhere - 
www.capitahsmsucks.co.uk, and "Police 
Mutiny Now". 

Arrtists - 35, mainly various minor 
charges. Police impounded a van, & 
imposed a Section 60 (CJA extra stop & 
search powers) on the whole city centre. 

SHEFFIELD 

Sheffield’s Mayday was on Saturday 29th 
April and was sumitied up by one 
participant as a "Perfect Day". Estimates 
of peopie range from 800 to 1500. 

The day started wi th a GM action on a 
branch of the co-op supermarket whose 
chcascs bare the lovely slogan "Products 
contain GM so we don't have to use 
animal products. " aali how nice. 

Next came an animal rights demo 
against. Natwcst funding Huntingdon Life 
Sciences. Tapes of tortured animals were 
played to passers by, while the manager 
got very pissed off. His branch is the scene 
of regular animal rights demos. 

Then things got surreal with about, thirty 
people dressed in as highway men 
descended on a super tram stop in ihe 
town centre For about an hour, to the 
sounds of Adam & the Ants’ every train 
was stopped and leaflets were given out 
saying why transport should be free and 
why it is wrong that stagecoach (the 
owners of superttarn) use the money they 
cream of the public to fund a bigoied 
hom^tthoh ? r. car 


Around 1pm a very colourful critical 
mass took place. About 200 to 300 
cyclists, walkers and skaters took over the 
streets. Roundabout after roundabout was 
taken, in a flash of colour and celebration 
Jhey even broke through a police line to 
take the main roundabout where the M! 
comes into Sheffield! There was only one 
dodgy incident where a trapped car 
reversed into a cyclist. Luckily the girl 
was unhurt, and soon carried on. 

The critical mass then met up with the 
carnival, Tltis featured a giant maypole 
dance, samba bands and the painting of an 
ambulance destined for Cuba. 

After about two hours the crowd moved 
again. They went through town stopping at 
the peace gardens, the scene of a former 
protest camp, before they took one of the 
big inner ring road roundabouts. This was 
held for about ludf an hour, ensuring some 
long traffic jams. 

The afternoon saw a carnival, which 
began wilh some excellent drumming 
outside the city hall. The war memorial 
llagpost was temporarily turned into a 
very colourful Maypole and a traditional 
may dance was had around the pole. 

Then the carnival took to the streets, 
ending up on one of the busiest 
intersections. This was held for around 15 
minutes before moving to the pie-arranged 
dull out space on Devonshire Green A 
loud soundsvstem was unleashed here and 
people danced till dark. Then there were 
two after parties, one in the adjacent 
squatted community centre "Wiser 
Monkeys" and one out in the Peak district. 
There were no arrests and no police/ 
protester clashes of any significance. 



In Aberdeen, there were demonstrations 
at both McDonalds, then after the dinner 
rush at Starbucks coffee house. All went 
well at McDonalds, where some staff even 
came out and read the literature. Feeling 
quite successful, the protesters decided at 
2 o’clock to move to Starbucks. Again 
there was no trouble, and the 
demonstrators hope that they managed to 
get across their message. 

GLASGOW 

More than 1 ,000 protesters reclaimed the 
streets of Glasgow with a colourful parade 
around the city centre, ending in 
Kelvingrove Park. Peaceful protesters also 
marched m Edinburgh. 

BRISTOL 

There were gnomes, kids, sunshine and 
giant puppets in Bristol. Eco-activists 
cleaned the windows of various capitalist 
targets such as McDonalds, NatWest and 
Burger King. One of the window cleaners 
explained Its a metaphor. We want to 
make it clear these are dirty companies." 
The eco-activists also handed out seeds "to 
be planted anywhere" whilst five people 
climbed up a monument/modern- 
art/structure and hung various banners.

Dublin : Dublin, May 27, Ireland's very 
first reclaim the streets... 

By three o’clock Dublin traffic was 
brought to a standstill as hundreds 
streamed onto the bottom of O'Connell 
Bridge. Banging drums, dancing and 
singing in the pissing rain, they held the 
road for an hour before being shoved off. 
Then they paraded through the town, 
blocking the traffic for another hour or so 
before the rain got too much. 

It had all started with a lot of confusion 
that morning because two different 
locations were given for the RTS. Only a 
handful had turned up at 12noon - the 
original kick off time. By two o'clock 
though, hundreds had gathered at the 
bottom of O'Connell St, eagerly waiting 
for the right time to block the road. They 
knew by then that the bouncey castle 
definitely wasn’t happening. But it didn't 
matter once a banger car was equipped 
with a sound system. 

As people rolled the car down to block 
the bridge, they could hear the drums and 
cheers of hundreds streaming onto the 
road. "Reclaim the Streets" banners 
blowing wildly, they danced onto the 
street, whooping, hollering, blowing 
bubbles to the surprised, immobile cars on 
O'Connell Bridge. What a beautiful sight 
in the fair city !

Lauded by politicians and the 
media as a successful "humanitarian intervention", the 
war set new precedents in the interpretation of interna- 
tional law, in the control of the media, and in the political 
and operational policies of NATO itself. The long-term 
work of antimilitarists and peace projects in the region, 
the solidarity actions of radical anti-war activists further 
afield, and the alternative perspectives they collectively 
provide, have largely been ignored. 

Africa 

1999 will also be remembered as the year in which the 
first so-called "All-African War" raged in Central Africa, a 
war in which large numbers of countries are directly and 
indirectly involved. The militarisation of an entire conti- 
nent appears to destroy all hope of creating a better 
future, although many forms of nonviolent resistance to 
this militarisation have been developed. 

Seattle and beyond 

And 1999 will of course be remembered as the year in 
which a wide range of activists took on the symbols of 
global capitalism and militarism, at the disrupted World 
Trade Organisation talks held in Seattle, and in hundreds 
of autonomous actions across the globe. This mass action 
is part of a growing global resistance to rampant capital- 
ist ideology and its consequences. 1999 also saw radical 
growth in mass action taken against genetically modified 
organisms, in defence of animals and for human rights, 
social justice and the cancellation of "Third World" debt. 
Does the dramatic scale and inclusiveness of these new 
actions herald a new era of mass activity by concerned 
citizens around the world? 

The gathering aims to use these events to highlight com- 
mon and continuing issues relating to the practice and 
theory of nonviolent action, through plenary and workshop 
sessions providing opportunities for discussion and infor- 
mation sharing with a large number of international activists.

Nether Compton Rally 

The anti- GM crop rally held in 
Nether Compton was a fantastic day - 
positive, peaceful, non-violent and 
extremely well supported by a broad 
cross-section of the community. 

300 people heard speeches including, 
in the interest of impartiality, the Grim 
Reaper speaking on behalf of the bio- 
tech corporations. 

Post picnic, music and speeches a 
strolled through the beautiful Dorset 
Countryside. On arrival at the site, 3 
Grim Reapers led about 100 people 
onto the field, where they focused on 
decontamination. This lasted for 45 
mins before police entered the site and 
arrested 7 people. One gave a 
temporary name "for the future", in 
solidarity with future generations who 
do not have a voice in the present. 
"Future" was charged with criminal 
damage and was able to submit a 
personal statement including 27 
scientific papers and briefings as 
"evidence at the scene of their crime". 
She was given numerous messages of 
support from police including "How 
much of the crop did you manage to 
lo? I wish I had the guts to do it". The 
police eventually ffaced her and she 
^as bailed(see rowantilly@gn.apc.org. 
:or her statement). The other six 
irrestees, were released on bail and are 
iue to appear at Weymouth 
vlagistrates Court at rrud-day on 11 
August.

Circus King - violent to

Campaigners have recently 
been targeting Circus King, 
a travelling circus owned by 
Jeffrey Mackie, which uses 
animals in its acts 

Circus King are not only 
notorious for Mackie ’s 
threats to kill “Fred” the 
bear, but also for their long 
record of Serious violence 
against peaceful protesters, 
reporters & police This 
July, an RSPCA inspector 
accompanied by 2 police 
officers attempted to gain 
access to the animals The 
incident resulted in Mackie 
being mcked & charged 
with criminal damage & 
affray. 

A violent assault by 6 
masked King workers on 3 
peaceful protesters at 
Wakefield, near Leeds, 
motivated campaigners to 
return to demo at that & 
every subsequent site as the 
circus traveled across 
Yorkshire. 

Public attendance of the 
circus performances lias 
been very low, giving a 
clear message to King that 
the vast majority of people 
do not enjoy watching 
animal abuse.

Bastille Day 


On 14th July 1789 the people of Paris 
stormed the French State prison, The 
Bastille. On Friday 14th 2000, at 9am, 
people began to gather at Golders Green 
to celebrate Bastille Day in style with a 
weekend of action against the expansion 
of the Prison Industry. 

At 10am the crowd of around 100 people 
walked to West 'Hams tead S tation and 
onto a train to Richmond, followed by 
around forty policemen. From Richmond 
the crowd boarded the Reading Train 
and police became anxious again - on 
that, line are Wormwood Scubs and 
Feltham Young Offenders Institute. The 
crowd began to sing “Ballad of Reading 
Gaol.” 

Had the Met read the flyers, they'd have 
known that the Bastille Day celebration 
was to be a land occupation. Had they 
been in touch with Surrey Police they 
would have known that at 10:3Qam 50 
people occupied a pretty piece of land in 
Ashford, Surrey, thd planned site of yet 
another Women's Prison. 


By the time the Police had worked out 
what was going on, tripods, tents and 
marquees were up and people had 
settled in for a weekend of action, 
discussion and sharing information 
about prison expansion and how to stop 
it. 

The response from local people was 
positive.They don't want the Prison. As 
soon as the Bastille Day crowd arrived, 
people iwdfe bringing food and trying to 
persuade them to stay for good. Even 
train drivers passing the site horiked 
their approval. 

Leaflets were taken door to door inviting 
people to come to the site. People were 
shown plans of the proposed prison and 
info about CAGE, direct action, prison 
privatisation, and immigration detention. 
The occupation ended on Monday, but 
the whole action was so successful 
people were already discussing follow- 
ups. Ideas included targeting any 
company that dares to bid for the 
contract and even setting up a permanent 
site in Ashford to stop construction 
altogether. 
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On Saturday-over sixty people left the 
Bastille Day site and went to join the 
Close Harmonds worth Campaign in a 
picket outside Harmonds worth 
Detention Centre, one of the 
Immigration Service Prisons. 

Around .100 people took part. People 
climbed onto the fence surrounding the 
centre and spoke to the refugees. They 
ignored police pleas to come down and 
stop damaging the fence. 

The protest ended at 2:00pm so that 
friends and family would be allowed in 
to visit, but protestors promised to return 
the next day and visit the people they 
had met. 

On Sunday, 12 people, armed with 
phonecards, propaganda and cherries, 
entered II armond worth to meet their 
new acquaintances. Security totally 
overreacted, confiscating literature and 
cherries, but they had to let the visitors 
meet the inmates. Visitors met refugees 
from Algeria, Kosova, Albania, 

Pakistan, India and other places, who 
welcomed them warmly. 

Salim Rambo, a . refugee from Zaire who 
fears for his life if he is returned there, 
was due to be deported to Germany on 
Tuesday. The German authorities had 
already refused his asylum application, 
so from there he would be sent straight 
to Zaire. 

All day Monday was spent trying to get 
the deportation delayed. Phonecalls to 
solicitors, MP's and the Immigration 
Service itself established that there was a 
legal case to delay the flight. 
Immigration officials, however, were not 
interested, and the flight was due t.o 
leave at 7 : 1 5am the next day. 

Direct action 

Official channels had failed so protestors 
turned to direct action. Passengers • 
boarding the British Airways flight from 
Heathrow, taking Salim to Germany, 
were given leaflets by CAGE informing 
them of Salim’s presence, and 
encouraging them not to take their seats 
until he was allowed off. At 8arn a 
passenger was arrested for standing up 
and refusing to let the flight depart. The 
flight was delayed for over 2 hours. 
Eventually, the pilot insisted Salim was 
taken off the plane and his forced 
deportation was prevented.. He is now 
back in detention in London. Salim's 
new solicitor believes his deportation 
was illegal as he had no proper legal 
^representation. By trying to deport him 
in. this way, the Home Secretary may 
have breached international law! 


CAGE activists prevented another 
deportation some days later at Gatwick. 

BA and its shareholders profited from 
15,000 deportations in three months 
(January - April 2000). BA don’t care 
about lives they endanger, but they do 
care about their image and don't like 
protests. Missing a take- off slot also 
means a £10,000 fine. Actions in 
Belgium forced commercial airlines to 
stop deporting asylum seekers.Work is 
also being done persuading the Pilot's 
Union to back pilots refusing to fly 
forced deportations. Messages of 
support from other Trades Unions axe 
very much appreciated 

CAGE is a relatively new network that 
supports and creates resistance to the 
growing prison industry. It was formed 
by people in the Earth First! and 
Reclaim The Streets movements in 
September 1999. They organise without 
leaders to take effective direct action 
against prison building. 

After nearly a year of action a newsletter 
is being put together to let people know 
what’s going on! 

Prison Labour 

Increasingly companies are using a 
captive labour force, paying as little as 
£2.50 per week. CAGE are trying to put 
together a list of companies exploiting 
prison labour, but the identity of 
companies is protected by "commercial 
confidentiality". Information about this 
would be much appreciated. 

So far we know of The Ecologist, 

Tysons (a Nottingham based electrical 
firm), Polymer Reprocessors Ltd, Virgin 
Atlantic Airways, Harrods, Jewsons, 

Red or Dead, Land Rover and Poplar 
Plastics. 

Construction 

Since 1993 the UK prison population 
has shot up from 45,000 to a record 
65,000. It is private money that is 
allowing this rate of prison expansion 
and private companies are profiting by, 
locking people up. 

CAGE aims to target the companies 
involved and stick a spanner in the 
works of the prison building programme 
We have information on the main 
baddies and maps of corporate HQs and 
other sites - contact us for more 
information and leaflets.

whose side we’re on 


The Earth First! network is 
oosely aligned with all libertarian 
movements against oppression 
and exploitation. But we haven’t 
always made clear our opposition 
to racism and fascism. In the last 
couple of years, racists, politicians 
and the right-wing media have 
been trying to create a climate of 
racial hatred in the UK. The focus 
at the moment is asylum seekers ; 
once it was Jews. 

There are many brave and 
committed people working against 
racism and fascism in the UK and 
internationally. Occasionally they 
aro linked to organisations that we 
wouldn't normally work with, but 
wo nonetheless encourage all 
I Flers to engage in collective anti- 
racist activity at a local level. This 
could mean keeping the Nazis off 
the struct;; with AFA, holding rallies 
or vigils for tho victims of racist 
Violence, or offorlng practical 
support lor refugees. 

Despite the attempts of the 
muck stirrers, the vast majority of 
people dosplso racism, but without 
active and determined struggle, the 
racists will gam greater credibility 
and more people will suffer. 

At a very positive workshop 
at the Earth First! Summer 
Gathering, many agreed to make 
anti-racism and refugee support a 
higher priority in response to the 
current climate. A discussion paper 
has been written by one of the 
participants, highlighting the latent 
racism within the EF! network 
itself. This is available from us for 
free : a recommended read. Also 
beware of those few sad 
individuals trying to infiltrate 
environmental protest and form an 
ecofascist tendency. We know who 
you are.

A noborder group emerged 
from the MayDay 2000 Conference 
in London. They are promoting 
critical evaluation of the border 
regime in the UK through 
information and interventions. The 
border regime includes intimidation 
and humiliation of refugees 
through vouchers, dispersal, 
detention centres, as well as 
control of internal and external 
borders.

The European noborder 
network consists of European 
activists, anti-racists, anti- 
deportation-campaigns and artists. 
It emerged from the counter- 
actions to the 1998 EU summit in 
Tampere/Finland, where a future 
Common European Asylum 
System was discussed. 

It helped organise an anti- 
racist border camp at Zittau, in the 
border-triangle between Poland, 
the Czech Republic and Germany 
in summer 98. This was visited by 
around 1400 people. The idea was 
to create a temporary zone of 
resistance in a contested area. 
Combining the tools of radical 
education with aesthetic and 
symbolic means, the physical 
presence of, the camp constituted a 
social intervention in public space. 

At the local market place, a 
monument for the illegal human 
trafficker was unveiled. The local 
barracks of the border police were 
occupied. Some of the hoaxes and 
actions led to thoughtful 



discussions, others to scorn and 
aggression. Activists were invited 
to visit the detention camp nearby 
by inhabitants. Together, they 
publicised the disastrous 
conditions with an exhibition at the 
market place, demanding an 
extension of the monthly loo-paper 
rations. The camp made clear that 
the forgotten areas at the margins 
of nation-states are really at the 
centre of social struggle.

Why Dover? The white 
cliffs of Dover have been a symbol 
of the tolerant shores of Britain for 
generations of continental 
refugees. The channel can be both 
a border separating Britain from 
the Continent or a bridge towards 
Europe. At the moment, for many 
people, it seems to be more an 
obstacle. Dover is a highly 
polarised community - running a 
rally there would only reinforce 
already hardened positions. A 
border camp might be a way to 
slightly open them up. Anybody 
who is willing to make a public 
intervention in a difficult setting 
work is needed to make this camp 
happen.

On the 6 th July, thousands 
of Roma people currently in the 
U.K were judged to have no right 
to claim asylum here, even though 
it was accepted that they are 
persecuted by racist gangs’ in their 
Eastern European homelands. . , 
In making the judgement, 
Lord Hope of Craighead said that 
there was an obligation to grant 
refugee status only if the 
applicant’s own state was unable 
or unwilling to protect its people. 

To acknowledge that this was the 
case in Slovakia would leave the 
British Government open to (more) 
criticism, over the cases of 
Stephen Lawrence, Ricky Reel, 
etc... 

Responding to the 
judgement, Roma people have 
said that the police are bastards 
who do not care, and if deported 
they may as well put us in the gas 
chambers like they did in the war.” 
Many Roma people in Britain will 
be forcibly removed in the near 
future.

A Caravan Tour for asylurr 
rights is planned for September. It 
aims to travel through the UK for £ 
month to express support for the 
rights of asylum-seekers and 
migrants and the victims of racist 
attacks, provide practical support 
and solidarity for asylum-seekers 
and black communities, unite the 
struggles for asylum and migration 
rights and justice. 

This idea was sparked by the 
success of a similar project in 
Germany, which travelled through 
over 40 cities to highlight and 
protest against the conditions of 
migrants and asylum-seekers.

USA June 18 2000

was not a single act of property 
damage, yet around 600 police, plus 
SWAT teams, state troopers and 
sheriffs were called in to clear the 
streets in any way they wanted.

Genetic pirates: Out of Chiapas! 

As the news broke in Europe of the 
Mexican election results, actions took 
place on July 5 th in the U.K. against a 
British company, Molecular Nature 
Ltd. in solidarity with the indigenous 
peoples of Chiapas, Mexico who are 
opposing the Maya International Co- 
operative Biodiversity Groups 
(ICBG)project - of which Molecular 
Nature is the commercial partner. 
Molecular Nature Ltd’s work will 
result in patents on compounds 
extracted from the plants of Chiapas 
being owned by foreign companies, 
without the consent of indigenous 
people. 

The aim of this action was to 
highlight the struggle of the Mayan 
indigenous communities against 
foreign biopiracy and Mexican 
military aggression, in what is one of 
the most biologically rich regions of 
the world. 

Activists dressed as pirates visited 
the company’s headquarters in 
Maidenhead, Berkshire and their 
research laboratories in Wales. They 
delivered letters to key staff members 
and shareholders as well as visiting the 
gardens of Company directors to 
symbolically collect samples of plants 
there. At the office headquarters, a 
director complained that we had not 
made an appointment and that he 
wanted us to go away - activists 
replied that many communities in 
Chiapas felt the same way about the 
Maya ICBG project intruding in their 
region. Letters were also presented to 
the Mexican Ambassador to the UK, 
and the Mexican Consulate.

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Earth First! Revolutionary or Racist? 

Racism is finally on the agenda of Earth First! We've had workshops at the 
summer gathering, and now two pages on racism and fascism in the Action Update. 
But rather than talk about racism 'out there', in wider society, I want to ask the 
question "Why is Earth First! so white?". 

It’s a question I've been thinking about since I first got involved with radical 
green politics, and there aren't any easy answers. As black people in Britain, our 
political energies are often focused around racism and social justice issues. One 
friend told me, "When you have to go through daily fights, you don't have energy for 
other issues you care about - there's not enough anger left for them". But the nature 
of the green movement in general, and EF! In particular, doesn't encourage black 
people to get involved. 

Monocultures 

Earth First! feels monocultural. This is not just because of the physical make- 
up of the network, but also its ethos. There is a lack of appreciation of other cultures 
and other ways of thinking, as there is throughout this society. Western culture 
equates whiteness and the West with scientific progress, technological development, 
and rational thought. In radical green circles, this is reflected in the assumption that, 
while people are mobilising in, say, India, the Niger Delta or Chiapas, it's the radical 
thinking and progressive ideas of the activist West which are leading the way. At one 
gathering, when the suggestion was made that we should read works by radical 
black writers, one Manchester EF! Activist asked "Are there any?" To me, the 
question reflects a blindness to the experiences, contributions and history of the non- 
white world. In addition, non-Western societies are often seen very simplistically and 
dualistically - either idolised as being 'traditional', or dismissed as having been 
infected by Western 'development'. I am sure that I am not the only black person to 
find this profoundly irritating and alienating. It ignores different cultures, traditions, 
and histories - it ignores our reality. And that blindness is also apparent when the 
significance of racism to our lives is ignored. One racist comment, from a white 
activist involved in organising an RTS in Brixton, was that "black people are only 
interested in selling drugs, making money, and family". Black people across Britain 
are involved in political work - building communities, monitoring racial harassment, 
supporting those who are socially excluded. There sometimes seems to be the 
attitude in green circles that the only issues worth bothering about are the ones in 
which we are interested. And that the only acceptable values are our values. We're 
often uncomfortable with dealing with different opinions and behaviours. Unless we 
take on board the fact that there are other issues - racism, sexism, domestic 
violence, discrimination against the 'disabled' - which have an immediate impact on 
huge numbers of people, and unless we show more understanding of where people 
are at, of their different realities, and the fact that we might not always be right, we 
will become increasingly irrelevant to other people. 

Dealing with people 

We in Earth First! are not particularly welcoming or open to outsiders. There 
is a culture of activism, including a jargon, which excludes those who have not been 
as active in certain areas. And we don't come across as being interested in people. 
Members of the group Friends of MOVE who came to an EF! Gathering ended up 
feeling too isolated, and did not come back. And a working class woman also 
mentioned feeling isolated, and "culturally shocked" when she came to a gathering. 
As a black person, what this means is that I am coming into an environment which is 
almost completely white, everyone seems to know everyone else, there is very little 
awareness of racism, or other forms of exclusion - sexism, classism etc. - and few 


people seem interested in getting to know about me and my experiences, my very 
different reality. At one workshop during the last gathering, in Wales, a deaf activist's 
requests for people to help him by speaking more slowly and clearly, and by writing 
things down, was ignored! Difficulty in dealing with newcomers or those who are 
different may well be because many of us feel shy and insecure, as a London RTS 
activist has suggested. But it makes the network very closed, and makes it difficult for 
people to get involved and stay involved. For those of us who experience exclusion in 
society generally, it can make that involvement nearly impossible. 

Why should we be inclusive? 

During the Wales gathering, issues of inclusivity were discussed at several 
different workshops. But a number of people said "Why should we try so hard to 
involve other groups if they don't want to be involved?" To some extent, I understand 
that feeling - efforts made in the past have often seemed to fail, and making links with 
outside groups can involve a lot of work. And some of the reasons why few black 
people get involved are out of our control. But, as a black person who is already 
involved with Earth First!, and who still feels excluded to some extent, that comment 
gives me the message that 'We're fine as we are, and ifs too much effort to adjust to 
help you feel included'. In other words, that my presence and my contributions are 
not valued enough to justify the effort needed to change. The issue is not one of 
getting out there, dragging people along when they don't want to be involved, but 
trying to make a movement which is open and welcoming, which has a multicultural 
feel, which feels comfortable for those already involved. If we manage it, we will be a 
more vibrant, inspiring, and relevant movement, and other people will want to get 
involved with us. 

What can we do? 

I cannot give The Answer to that, although that is what people often seem to 
expect from me when I raise these issues. Perhaps it would be better to see them, 
not as problems - the 'problem' of racism, sexism, classism, and so on - but as 
positive opportunities, to develop, and grow, and become multicultural and inclusive. 
A witch-hunt mentality does not help, and does nothing to increase inclusivity or 
make anyone feel comfortable in the movement. On the other hand, claiming as I 
have heard one person say, that excluding fascists is a form of apartheid is ignoring 
the reality that black people are hardly going to feel comfortable in an environment 
where unreformed fascists are allowed free access and expression. It is a choice, 
and if you choose to accept people who are openly fascist - including eco-fascist - 
and racist, and who don't want to change that, you automatically exclude me. 

Things which would help include - making links with groups working on racism 
issues, not just in order to get them to come to our events, but to make the 
connections and to show that we respect them and acknowledge their work; more 
welcoming gatherings - organised events in the evenings, such as story-telling round 
a fire, so that newcomers are not excluded from the social side of things; spaces for 
us to tell our stories and get to know each other as people and not just as activists. 
Perhaps most importantly, we need to organise spaces where we can safely explore 
the issues. There will hopefully be a workshop at the next gathering where we can 
explore the subtle, cultural racism in ourselves, through games and activities. Similar 
workshops looking at sexism and classism are equally important. There may well be 
difficult moments, with anger and hurt being expressed, but if we ...can't face that 
challenge, we do not have the right to call ourselves radical, let alone revolutionary.

Monsanto plant 
occupied in Brazil 

On Jan 26 th , 1200 workers from the 
radical Landless Workers Movement 
(MST), plus foreign activists, stormed a 
Monsanto biotech plant and threatened to 
camp out indefinitely in protest against 
genetically modified food. The unit is in 
Rio Grande do Sul, Southern Brazil, an 
area at the centre of the country’s batde 
over transgenics. 

The unit was invaded just before 
midnight on Jan 25 ,h . The protest was 
timed to coincide with the World 
Economic Forum (WEF) meeting in 
Davos, Switzerland and a Brazilizan WEF 
counter conference. 

Hundreds of families took over the 
research centre and warehouses. Graffiti on 
.the w-alls included “The seed of death!” 
and “Monsanto is the end of farmers!” 

“We’re stating here indefinitely,” said 
Solet Campolete, a local MST leader. “We 
want to make a statement ... these seeds 
trick farmers and create dependency on 
seeds produced by a big multinational.”

Call to climate action 

To link with the ‘International day of 
action against racism’ on March 21 s * the 
group Rising Tide are calling upon 
“concerned people and grass roots groups 
to launch a season of carbon action and 
organise their own autonomous actions.” 
The aim is to highlight the links between 
social injustice, climate change and other 
ecological problems. Overwhelmingly 
those first to be affected by climate change 
and other environmental problems are 
people of colour, both within 
industrialised countries themselves as well 
as outside them. 

The ‘solution’ (proposed by leaders in 
forums like Den Haag) is carbon trading 
meaning that less industrialised countries 
can sell their unused quota of carbon 
emissions to companies and countries who 
have exhausted their supply.

So the 
industrialised countries create the 
problem, watch others suffer its effects, 
buy their way out of it cheaply, then sit 
back and watch the profits roll in from the 
cleaner technologies they sell to the poor. 
Another example of neo-colonial relations 
between ‘the west’ and the rest of the 
world.

Plans for over £5 million of new road schemes have been released by the DETR (Department of 
Environment, Transport & Regions). These schemes are being proposed by Local Authorities although 
those that go ahead will receive central Government funding. 

Each scheme has had a very brief study of likely impacts and a document showing these has come the 
way of some EFlers. The table below is a brief summary of the schemes and their impacts, where details are 
available. Impact assessment considers effects to ‘protected’ wildlife or wildlife sites, ‘heritage’ (meaning 
Scheduled Ancient Monuments or listed buildings), plus calculated increases in local pollution to air and 
water. Some schemes will be familiar (see Weymouth and Salisbury bypasses). Some are merely expensive 
junction improvements, others are linked to urban regeneration plans and most include measures for 
pedestrians and cyclists (presumably to make them attractive to environmentalists).

W hy the EF! AU is important. The EF! Network in the UK is almost a decade old. In that time there have been some pretty 
major changes in the form and focus of ecological direct action but the network has survived and continues to play a role. 
While it would be arrogant and untrue to consider the EF! Network the be all and end all of ecological direct action in the UK, 
people and groups involved with EF!, by that name or otherwise have made a substantial contribution over recent years. 

The reason for mentioning this is we feel the value of the EF! Network is often under appreciated (something we’ve been guilty of 
too). It may be far from perfect but there is much worth maintaining and building on. We feel the Action Update performs some 
important (and often unique) functions within the network. Broadly speaking these are:- 


V The maintenance of a point of contact for the network 

V The maintenance of the contacts list 

V A point of information for those isolated from an active 
group, and inspiration for those not involved in radical eco- 
logical action. 

♦♦♦ A way in for new groups to publicise themselves and 
make contact with others i.e. A way into the network 


* 1 * The sharing of news and information, and publicising 
events; cheap, accessible information. 

V A forum for the introduction of ‘new’ issues (At present 
anyone with a new idea can submit an article to the AU or raise it 
at a gathering - imagine trying to do this without those things) 

A record of what has gone before 


A few changes. You may have already noticed a few changes dotted here and there in this AU. We don’t plan any major 

alterations and we would appreciate feedback on those we have made and any more you think we should make. We plan to 
publish 10 issue a year (basically monthly but with 2 joint issues a year) and have altered the subscription rate to £5 for 10 issues. 

We would also like to try to broaden the focus of the AU to include more about the ongoing community initiatives that seem to be on 
the increase in the Network. By this we mean things like social centres and community gardens, self-education things etc. that fit our 
understanding of ‘Direct Action’ but are less obviously ‘An Action’. We think this will be more reflective of what people on the 
Network are up to and give the Update a broader appeal. 


E -mail. We have changed our e-mail address to cfactionupdate@bigfoot.com . We realise this is potentially contentious. It was 
not a decision taken lightly and we took a lot of advice before we made the move. There were problems with the system we 
inhereted (probably not the fault of either the last collective or the e-mail company) and felt now was a better time than any other 
to make a change. We have aimed to set up a system that is easy to use, easy to pass to the next collective and minimises the 
likelyhood of our losing information. We can’t promise we’ve got it right, but we have thought about it very carefully 


A quick note on money. As far as we know the AU has never yet managed financially on subscriptions. It has relied on 

donations from groups and individuals and the fund-raising efforts of the Editorial collective. We are concerned the AU doesn’t 
take too much away from local projects we are involved in so please support us if you can. ^

ITips for submitting article to the AUI 


Distribution-get it out there! 

Info stalls can be set up legitimately or otherwise - particularly 
useful if you have a new campaign or group in your area. Car 
boot sale stalls a group in Brighton tried this and said it worked 
well. Pub collections We are not sure what the legal position is 
with this, always approach the landlord and ask if it’s OK to 
come in. We’ve found this to be an effective fund-raiser and a 
good way to get talking to people. Leave it around doctor’s 
waiting rooms, trains, libraries, staff-rooms— anywhere people 
might pick it up and have a look. Ask local shops, community 
centres, pubs etc. if they will take a few. It’s quite easy to 
establish a route for dropping them off. Some places may even let 
you leave a collecting tin. Anywhere there is a public notice 
board, stick one up. Gigs sympathetic bands are often happy to 
have info stalls at their gigs and sometimes allow bucketing. 
Contact the venue or promoters and ask for a contact for the 
tour manager and see how far you get. 

If there’s a big action or event in your area we are quite happy to 
supply you with extra AUs. On the off chance you make some 
money, please remember to send us some.

Access to Faslane nuclear base was 
successfully blocked on the Nov 13 lh . 
Activists caught security and MOD police 
unaware in a dawn raid. Two tripods were 
speedily erected with one protester 
hanging around for 26 hours. 2 of the 3 
tripod sitters were later arrested and 
charged with breach of the peace, while 
the other escaped past police. 

At the South Gate, four people (one 
pregnant and one wheelchair user 
amongst them) remained locked on for 
several hours preventing wheelchair access. 
They decided to move when police 
threatened to cut up and dismantle the 
womans wheelchair. 

Ten arrests were made altogether 
including a Buddhist attempting to give 
water to a protester and a supporter 
walking away from the scene. The base 
was effectively closed for approximately 
two hours. Motorists waited in miles of 
tailbacks, possibly contemplating car 
culture and the whole nuclear issue.

Mangat Verma from the first dam affected 
village said the government seems bent on 
continuing with the Project at any cost. 
He said that if the government would not 
stop this destruction, the people would 
stop it. 

NikeTown visited by 
Santa & his helpers 

Sunday December 1 7"' saw' an early 
appearance from Santa and his exploited 
little helpers, as anti-sweatshop 
campaigners dressed in green outfits 
descended on Niketown in Oxford Circus 
with a giant Nike shoe and some squeaky 
hammers as street theatre with a message 
was performed to the hurrying Christmas 
crowd. 

At 2pm a green banner was pinned to 
some boardings stating "No Sweatshops 
Just Do Them.” Shoppers looked on in 
amazement, as the little helpers shouted 
out various statements such as “Why do 
you pay Tiger Woods $100million over 5 
years and yet pay us only a $ 1 dollar a 
day.” Santa the boss then replied “Because 
he’s a skilled worker.” 

The action aimed to put pressure on 
companies like Nike to recognise unions, 
disclose their factory locations and raise 
awareness. “We don’t want to tell people 
what to wear, we want to let them know 
about the sweatshops behind the logos”.

Cow scales lampost in Basingstoke 

On Feb 22 nd five of supermarket chain 
Sainsbury’s Regional Distribution Centres 
(RDCs) were simultaneously blockaded. 
The actions commenced at 10:30am 
blocking depots in Basingstoke, 

Hampshire; East Kilbride, near Glasgow; 
Elstree, North London; Maidstone, Kent 
and Stone, Staffordshire. 

Sainsbury’s was targeted because of their 
failure to follow recent moves by other 
supermarkets in announcing a date by 
which all own-brand meat, dairy, egg and 
fish products will be from animals raised 
on a GM free diet. Such products are a 
back door-route by which GE food can 
enter the commercial market. Currently 
up to 75% of GE crops world-wide go 
into animal feed. 


several hours. At Stone, four protesters 
managed to crawl under and lock-onto a 
refrigerated lorry for three hours. They 
were cut free (one from the engine block) 
and promptly arrested for aggravated 
trespass. Meanwhile a group of cows 
managed to stop and lock-on to a leaving 
lorry in Maidstone. For two hours the 
cows prevented any lorries from entering 
or leaving the depot. Police then led the 
two cows and two bulls away and arrested 
them for aggravated trespass and breach of 
the peace. 

This action hit around a quarter of 
Sainsbury’s frozen/chilled food RDCs.

On Feb 21 s1 Anne Widdecombe arrived in 
Nottingham to sign copies of her new' 
book. There was a picket outside the 
bookstore by the Refugees Forum and the 
Anti Nazi League. Some activists managed 
to get very close, close enough to hurl 
abuse, but hot the pie they had waiting for 
her. Her posh, chauffeur-driven car got 
barricaded in by wheely bins and pied 
twice however. 

Sod off Sodexho 

On Feb 24"', about 25 gathered at Queens 
Square Bristol, for an actibn against anti- 
worker and anti-union Sodexho. They 
specialise in w'inning bids to make profits 
out of public money and are involved in 
prison building, running the voucher 
scheme for asylum seekers and servicing 
armies. 

Over 600 leaflets were distributed 
during this colourful and noisy demo. 
Activists entered the Marriott Hotel, 
College Green (connected to Sodexho) and 
dropped a ‘Sodexho Marriott, from Hotels 
to Prisons’ banner from the Royal Suites 
floor. More banners were displayed outside 
denouncing Sodexho’s oppression of 
inmates, refugees, and workers. 

After { h an hour the fire brigade arrived; 
they’d been told to stay until the action 
ended. A decision was reached to end the 
action so as not to endanger the public by 
immobilising rescuing forces. A few people 
then joined a demo at Tesco, Eastgate 
against the voucher scheme.

Terrorism bill

On Feb 1 9" 1 the New Terrorism Bill was 
enacted. The Act brings much of the 
Northern Ireland ‘emergency’ legislation 
into mainland UK law' and broadens the 
definition of potential terrorist acts to 
include damage to property. 

In celebration ‘terrorists’ took to the 
streets in Bristol and London. On Feb 17 th 
people in Bristol staged a roving demo, 
visiting other actions been carried out that 
day. Demonstrators against school closures, 
the sanctions against Iraq and people 
outside Marks & Spencer (the UK’s largest 
importer of Israeli goods) were supported 
and given information. 

In London on Feb 19"’ action started 
early with leafleting of New' Scotland Yard, 
the Home Office and MI5. 1000+ leaflets 
based on a subverted version of police anti- 
terrorism posters were distributed. Lab 
bottles containing GM plants were then 
delivered to various government 
departments as examples of “state 
terrorism" (reference to the Royal Society 
of Canada’s recent report on GMOs) . The 
action culminated with the unfurling of a 
long black ‘terrorist’ banner in Parliament 
square and Terrorist 19/02/01’ banners 
hung on statues of sufferagette Emily 
Pankhurst and Nelson Mandela.

Implications of the Greenpeace trial On Sept 20 lh 2000 28 Greenpeace (GP) activists were found not guilty of Criminal 
Damage (CD) to a GM Crop trial in Lyng, Norfolk. The verdict came after a retrial, the first resulted in a hung jury. This shows a case against 
GE can be made in court, although, of course, there can be no guaranteed outcome in a case like this. Some points to consider; ♦ Court cases 
are a major undertaking and can drag out over a considerable amount of time. ♦ GP had a jury trial. Although there are not enough cases to 
draw clear conclusions, so far those facing magistrates have been less lucky. You are only entitled to a jury in certain cases (usually those 
carrying a risk of imprisonment) GP got one as they were initially charged with theft and a high value of CD. Magistrates hear lesser charges 
of CD and Aggravated Trespass. ♦ A key aspect of GP defence centred round destroying the crop before flowering. The defences argued not 
for GE but that GP had been staging publicity stunt not a genuinely felt decontamination. ♦ GP have produced a booklet GM on trial’ 
available for £5 from GP UK Address below. ♦GP are a big and (relatively) well-resourced oiganisation. Because of the fluid and undefined 
nature of the direct action movement people facing trial sometimes don't receive the support they deserve, either because people don't know 
about the case or what support is wanted. If you find yourself up in court over GE there almost certainly are people who would wish to offer 
support and advice ~ but bo prepared to ask! Good starting points are GEN, The GenetiX Update and the EF! Action Update. This article was 
shortened to make room for the FMD piece. 


Foot and Mouth Disease (FMD) 

As no doubt everyone will be aware the UK is currently experiencing an outbreak of 
FMD. This has led to the effective closer of much of the countryside (and parks and 
footpaths in urban areas) and a massive cull of farm animals. 

^ FMD is a highly contagious viral infection affecting cattle, sheep, pigs and 
goats. Some wild and zoo animals are also susceptible. It is spread by airborne 
dispersal; movement of animals, vehicles and people and the feeding of infected 
meat, milk or other by-products. The virus is destroyed by heat or disinfectant. 

0 FMD is rarely fatal in adult animals, there is no cure but vaccination is 
possible. Most animals ‘recover’ naturally in 2-3 weeks. The main problems arc the 
side effects, loss of condition and yields, miscarriage, sterility, heart conditions and 
increased susceptibility to secondary infection. These economic losses are the reason 
for the current containment and eradication program. 

It is not considered to affect Humans and is not related to the human viral 
condition Hand, Foot and Mouth. 

0 Currently special Orders give Local Authorities powers to prevent the 
movement of people onto farmland and footpaths to prevent the spread of FMD. 
Breaking these orders is an offence under section 73 of the Animal Health Act 1981 
and carries a fine of up to £5000. 

® During the 1967 outbreak all agricultural testing was suspended. There 
seems unlikely at present, however Greenpeace have been applying pressure. 

^ The situation regarding access and movement in the countryside is currently 
under review and news about FMD is breaking daily. It's strongly advised people 
interested in FMD keep a selective eye on the media for news.

The Big Blockade' 

Around 800 people blockaded Faslane 
Naval Base on Feb 12 lh . The event, 
organised by Trident Ploughshares 
(TP2000) and Scottish CND, was the 
largest anti-nuclear action in Scotland for 
decades. A convoy of coaches arrived at 
7am to find the South Gate already 
blocked with tripods. Another structure 
was then assembled comprising locked-on 
people, bicycles, metal tubes, chicken wire 
and fabric. The police were confused and 
the entrance blocked for 10 hours. The 
North Gate was shut for 6 hours by 
assorted lock-ons, wheelchairs and many 
more bodies. A third gate was blocked 
when it was later found to be in use. 

There were 385 arrests for breach of 
peace. Several young Irish women had a 
bad time of it when they were strip- 
searched: this was seen as racist behaviour.

SHAC targets the city 

Over 50 people hit 5 targets during a day 
of HLS actions on Feb 28 th . Winterflood, 
who create a market for shares in HLS, 
were first on the list. The doors were closed 
blocking access for clients and workers 
whilst people were told all about 
Winterflood. The company was left in no 
doubt that things will get a lot worse. 

Target 2 was Charles Schwabb who 
holds millions of shares in HLS. Police 
were in hot pursuit but activists managed 
to enter the building, get onto a balcony 
above main reception and into a courtyard 
round the back. Lots of noise was made 
ensuring that occupants were aware of the 
company's dirty dealings. 

20 people blockaded a Novartis research 
lab while others gained access to second 
floor ‘high security’ areas and the 
manager’s office. Police officers stormed 
the building shaking, screaming and 
panting but nobody was arrested, just 
thrown out. Another Novartis site was 
then besieged although huge amounts of 
police were already waiting. 

Lastly the home of a Winterflood 
worker was visited. He was out, but his 
neighbourhood was informed of his 
involvement in animal abuse. Overall it 
was brilliant demo which had a huge 
impact.

Scottish opencast 
planned 

Two years ago locals in S. Lanarkshire, 
Scotland campaigned against a proposed 
488 hectare opencast coal mine. 

Everything went quiet. Then, with just 8 
days notice and 2 days of access to 
planning documents, a council hearing was 
held. Best attempts were made to 
formulate a response but after much 
political mudslinging, and sidelining of 
local views the Labour Council passed the 
application by 20(ish) to 3. 

Locals responded “while the democratic 
process is a farce, Direct Action is our 
response.” Watch this space, spread this 
news, and please be ready to help.
